GIBRALTAR, Sunday. 

Truncheons had to be used by the police, 
and several persons were injured here th}s 
evening, when British refugees demon- 
strated against a decision to. close their 
canrp. 

A refugee camp was established on the 
North Frent last July for the accommoda- 
tiofi of about 600 distressed British sub- 
jects residing in La Linea, who had left 
their homes owing to the civil war in 
Spain. ~The announcement that the camp 
is to be closed to-morrow caused great dis- 
satisfaction among the refugees, who are 
unwilling to return to La Linea, as they 
consider it still unsafe. 

A crowd of these British subjects, in- 
cluding women, who were headed by a 
banner pleading for help, began to demon- 
strate in the main street. 
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SOVIET SUBSIDY FOR 
LARGE FAMILIES 
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Many of the applications for. grants in 
connection with the recent Soviet legislation 
for subsidising large families are coming from 
mothers in the rural areas.. In the Saratov 
Territory ‘most of the mothers applying for 
the grants are collective farmers. A. V. 
Makarova, a mother of nine, and member of 
the Voroshilov collective farm in the Saratov 
area, is being granted 4,000 roubles a year. 
In the Yerosiav! Province 478 mothers with 
large families have applied for the State 
subsidies. Twenty of them each with seven 
to nine children have been given allowances 
varying from 2,000 roubles to 6,000 roubles 
a year. <A. Marinicheva, of the Alabukhino 
village in the Nerekhta district, a mother of 
nine children, has been granted’6,000 roubles.

Most of these 
schools are. operated in conjunction with the 
various Church authorities engaged in Indian

| The new building replaces that built in 1875, 


and is one of the finest in Canada. The 
schog] has accommodation fer 150 pupils 
and staff, and is steam-heated and fireproof 
throughout. ‘The building is of steel con- 
struction, with reinforced concrete floors, tile 
partitions, steel stairs, and fireproof connect- 
ing doors. The outside walls are faced with 
brick and trimmed with stone. The centre 
portion contains accommodation in the base- 
ment for diningrooms for the pupils and 
staff, boys’ and girls’ recreation rooms, 
toilets, baths. wash-rooms, shower baths, etc. 
There is a wing at the rear, which contains 
the kitchen, storerooms, butter-room, Jaundry 
and cold storage. On the ground floor are 
the classrooms, sewing room, and staff living 
quarters, together with a spacious assembly 
hall. The first and second floors contain the 
dormitories, clothing stores, staff bedrooms, 
and a well-planned infirmary for the boys 
and girls.

AT SPEYER

MONUMENT TO 


FOUNDED NINE 
CENTURIES AGO 


ay ce 


HAT a wealth of historical tradition is 
associated with the name of the old 
cathedral at Speyer—the “‘ cathedral 
‘of Emperors’’! The very building itself is 
closely»conhected with. some of the most 
‘momentous epochs’ in Germany's past. 
Emperor Conrad If, laid the. cornerstone 
of this House of God in 1020 A.D., while 
Henry Illz and his. son, Henry IV., the 
“ Canossa .Kaiser,”” caused the principal 
portion of the romanic basilica to be com- 
pleted. | 
This monument to the. great Salic Em- 
perors was a long, unpretentious edifice 
with three naves, ani yet the largest and 
most imposing temple of worship known 
te the Christendom of those olden times, 
About the year 1080 the River Rhine burst 
its banks and threatened the cathedral with 
ruin. Bishop Benne, of Osnabrueck, the 
most famous architect of his time, removed 
this source of danger by constructing an ex- 
tensive river wall, and, m connection with 
this work, cavsed the eastern portion of the 
church to be rebuilt. Apparently, the centre 
nave had by that time already been arched 
over. Every second pillar had to be re-in- 
forced in order to support the massive 


the earliest attempts to solve the architec- 
tural problem of the high-vaulted roof. 


FIVE FIRES 


Ffve successive conflagrations—in 1137, 
1159, 1289, 1400 and 1455—do not seem to 
have altered the general appearance of the 
building perceptibly. It was not until 1669, 
by order of King Louis XIV., that the 
exthedral was burned; the roof fell in, and 
half of the long nave was totally destroyed. 
In the 18th Century Ignaz Michael Neumann 
restored the destroyed portions in their 
original style. During the French Revolu- 
tion the French Government decided to 
break up the old cathedral, and sell it at 
auction as being of no particular value. 
Happily, this plan was never carried out; 
but the church served as a military prison, 
a hospital and a hay depot during the 
Napoleonic Wars, and it was not until the 
19tn and 20th centuries that the venerable 
house of worship was restored to its 
rightful uses and put into a state of repair. 


LOST TREASURES 


We. have now no means of knowing what 
priceless treasures in the way of decorative 
art were destroyed during those stormy years 
in the past. Lrttle that is really old remains, 
although there are a few handsome pieces, 
such as the grave-stone bearing the surpris- 
ingly life-like image of Rudolph of Habsburg. 
Most of the pictures and statuary which 
are visible to-day date back to the work of 
restoration done in the 19th Century. In 
spite of all the work of destruction, and the 
additions made by later restorers, the ancient 
Cathedral of the Emperors still presents a 
majestic and imposing appearance, with its 
four corner towers, its two spires, and its 
enormous nave in the form of a double 
cross—in truth, a magnificent monument of 
German destiny. 

Every visitor will 
reverential awe w!»> enters the imperial 
burial vault of the cathedral. Ermght German 
Kings and Emperors lie buried here, among 
them some of t:.e most renowned sovereigns 
in the history of the world. Conrad II. 
and his Consort Gisela; Henry I; Henry 
IV, and his Consort Berta; Henry V.;

Leaving biologists to discuss the problem 
of excessive male birth rates, it may be 
useful to consider why emigration tends to 
exaggerate the disparity rather than to 
restore the numerical balance between sexes. 

In that connection important facts to be 
noted are (1) that, with certain exceptions, 
opposite disparities are most pronounced as 
between large urban areas—e.g., Dublin 
City, with 28,000 more females than males— 
and rural areas—e.g., the province of Con- 
naught, where males outnumber females by 
38,000; (2) that female immigrants to Dublin 
were almost double the number of male im- 
migrants between 1926 and 1936; and (3) that 
the number of female emigrants from rural 
reas in general greatly exceed the numbers 
of male emigrants. 

From all these facts the conclusion seeras 
to be inevitable that rural life is less 
tolerable, and urban conditions. more 
attractive, to women than to men. 


GENERAL COMMENT 


As the purpose of this contribution is to 

resent and elucidate important facts and 

gures rather than to speculate on their 
causes or deduce conclusions, little is 
necessary by way of a general comment. It 
may be permissable, ever, to utter a 
general warning against anything in the 
nature of deductions from isola facts cr 
data. ‘‘Safe’’ conclusions can only be 
founded on comprehensive and collated 
studies of all available data, and sound solu- 
tions for many social and economic problems 
must await further and more detailed Census 
rélevations. 

Meanwhile a few general conclusions may 
be founded on the data now available. First 
that no effective remedy has yet been found 
for the evils of rural depopulation. Second, 
that the increasing drift from countrysides to 
cities and towns, as they now exist, con- 
stitute an extremely formidable and complex 
series of pressing urban problems. And, 


thirdly, that the emigration of women from¢ 


agricultural occupations presents a ke 
problem of equal importance to rural and 
urban communities.

AC an v. Woman 


In the Free State woman is still man’s 
inferior, nuraerically if not in reality. 
According. to the preliminary report of 
the 1936 census, there are only 953 women 
to every 1,000 men, In 1926 the ratio of 
females per 1,000 males was 972, so that 
during the last ten years the ratio has 
fallen by 19, and the predominant partner 
has gained another round in the great 
fight, Man v. Woman. The Free: State’s 
953 women to 1,000 men contrasts sadly 
with Germany’s 1,059, Portugal’s 1,096, 
England’s 1,087, Scotland’s 1,082, and 
Austria’s 1,081. Unenviable though our 
position be, we are, nevertheless, more 
fortunate than Canada, where. to every 
1,000 men there are but 931 women. 

Ninety years ago the ratios between the 
sexes were nearly similar in England and 
Ireland. England (including Wales) then 
possessed but 1,042 women to every 1,000 
men, but since that date the proportion 
in woman’s favour has grown at the rate 
of about four per thousand per census. 
Should England continue to. incredse her 
surplusage of womankind ‘at her: present 
rate of progression, it is reasonable to 
suppose that the Regisurar-Genera] will 
be able to inform her: official head in or 
about the year 4296 that the proportion 
of womankind ‘is as two to ‘one.’ Tf. on ' 
the other hand, the Free State continues 
on the downward grade, she will find her- 
self on or about April 1st, 1996. in the 
perfectly awful position of ‘having two 
men to every woman. Neither of us will 
be alive then—I hope. 


City of Cyclists 


_ That the number of cyclists has doubled 
im recent years in England has been the 
amazing discovery of the traffic census 
taken a year ago; it would seem as if a 
similar discovery is awaiting to be made 
in Dublin. How many cyclists are there 
in Dublin? Probably no one knows 
accurately, but the police on traffic duty 
might hazard a close guess. At the busy 
times, such as the midday dinner time and 
the closing of shops and offices in the late 
afternoon, it seems as if about half the 
mag rns of the city is awheel. At these 
ours bicyicles swarm everywhere, some- 
times at grave risk to themselves and other 
users of the streets. At present +Copen- 
hagen boasts the title “city of cyclists,’’ 
having a bicycle to every three people in 
its population; but Dublin must be 
running the Danish capital closely for the 
distinction. Sooner or later a consus of 
cyclists will be made in Dublin, possiblv 
in connection with some scheme of taxation 
in which every owner or rider of a bicycle 
will be compelled to take out a licence each 
year.

Motoring the other day through 
Leinster Í came upon a scene which would 
have touched the hearts of all ericket fol- 
lowers, especially those who remember the 
davs before the War. In a rough, bumpy 
field near Athy, one old man, three young 
men and two boys were trying to play on 
a crease which they had hammered out 
with the back of a spade. They were 
watched by no one; only a roan horse 
ambled to and from the wicket and took 
an occasional kick at a collie. “There was 
a2 time when Athy, Carlow, Kildare and 
every village in between them each pos- 
sessed its eleven (the postman was nearly 
always the hard hitter, the Maynooth 
student was the stone-waller, and the 
rector the clever “google” bowler). 
Saturday and Sunday were the great days, 
when the horse brakes brought one village 
to play against another and drink cider 
beneath the trees.

THE ORGANIC STATE: 
A POLITICAL THEORY 
1—The talkers against Fascism do not 


distinguish between three things, which 
happen to be combined in Italy, yet could 


exist separately, viz—({a) the Dictatorship, | 


(b) the Fascist system of control of a 
country by an armed political society, and 
(c) the so-called corporative constitution. 

(a) The Italian dictator is the most 
popular ruler in the world. The German 
dictator is nearly as popular. The Italian’ 
and German peoples have shown by 
prodigious majorities that they support 
these men. Such men cannot be regarded, 
then, however much we disapprove of some 
things done, as despots who have opposed | 
the popular will. We thave seen: dic- 
tators, like the noble but mistaken 
Dolifuss, or King Alexender, who 
seized dictatorial power in order to thwart 
the electorate. Dictators, then, may. be 

lar or otherwise, and the proposed 
Roenish dictatorship will be good or bad. 
according as it is supported or opposed 
by the mass of the nation. 

(b) Fascism, said its inventor. is not 
for export. It was as popular im Italy as | 
the Volunteer movement in Ireland, and 
thereby was excusable; but it was a means 
to an end. Im some Continental lands the | 
means has been imitated, but not the end, | 
and armed political societies have risen to 
coerce the people. In passing, we may 
note that in Russia the nation is controlled | 
by a political society armed with terrorism. 

(c) The so-called corporative system 
could be brought into being without a 
dictator, and could thrive without 
Fascism. The Fascists might have adopted 
another system altogether. In Portugal! 
there is no Fascism, although Communists 
loosely treat it as '“ a Fascist country.” 

Let talkers against Fascism, therefore, 
make clear what it is that they consider 
undemocratic—dictatorship, leadership, |

definite, and we hope that it is untrue. 
Are there not shipyards in Belfast? The 
only interests which are concerned in the 
new refinery are Irish and Briti_h, so that 
there can be no financial condition which 
would oblige the ships to be built on the 
continent. On the other hand, there are 
various reasons why the contract should go 
to the North. Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
in. the first place, are among the greatest 
shipbuilders in the world. They have built 
ships ‘of every class for customers from 
every nation, and it is incredible that any 
continental builder should be able to turn 
out a better job. In the second place, 
Belfast is part of Ireland, and has first 
claim on these contracts. We recognise 
with sorrow at the Governments of the 
Free State and of Northern Ireland have 
less to do with each other than any two 
other Governntents on the face of the earth. 
Hitherto, neither Government has made 
an effort to heal the breach—which must be 
healed before the question of unity can 
even be discussed. Surely, an admirable 
opportunity to promote better fceling exists 
in. the matter of this tanker contract. It 
is true that Messrs. Harland and Wolff 
have plenty of work on theif hands at 
present ; y.t who denies that an order for 
shipping to the value of £1,500,000 would 
be more than welcome. “The moral effect 
upon Belfast would be enormous. 
Hundreds of workmen would find new 
employment, or would have their present 
employment continued, on the strength of 
such an order; and there can be little 
doubt that the attitude of the ‘‘ Island- 
men ” towards Mr. de Valera’s Govern- 
ment would undergo a radical change. 
The workers of Belfast have learned the 
meaning of poverty in recent years. They 
could not fail to think more kindly of a 
State whose contracts could make a notable 
difference to the security of their daily 
bread. 

We believe that the granting of this 
contract to Belfast would help beyend 


measure the cause of unity. The Northern 


people of the North would think much. A 
quitt atmosphere of good-will would be 
engendered, which would go far to soothe 
the bitter feelings of twenty years. The 
contract would amount to an admission by 
the Free State that she had ceased to look 
upon the North as a foreign country, 
further removed from her in spirit than 
Germany or Belgium, and that she was 
willing to take the first step towards 
reconciliation. The North, indeed, could 
not give a «sid pro quo in te suape of 
new trade concessions; but for that very 
reason the Free State’s gesture would be 
all the more effective. We urge Mr. de 
Valera’s Government and the promoters of 
the new refinery to consider the issues 
which this contract involves. If they let 
it go to a foreign country they will 
intensify the present bitterness between 
North and South; for the Belfast worker 
will not be slow to recognise that, while 
he is out of work—or, at the best, is 
working merely '“ part time '—some 
continental rivetter is enjoying a spell of 
sound employment on ships for the Free 
State. If they grant the contract to the 
North, they will do an inestimable service 
to all Ireland. Not only will they create 
good-will and friendship, but they will 
illustrate in advance the future economy 
of the reunited nation—an economy under 
which the North will operate the heavy 
industries, while the South will be devoted 
pre-eminently to agriculture and the light 
industries. To let this contract out of 
Ireland would be the act of lunatics. 
There never has been—and, perhaps, there

- A Home for £1,500 


A man and wife wish to build a home in 
the country, with four bedrooms (includ- 
ing servant’s), a living room, a small 
dining-room, a small study, a small work- 
room, a small kitchen-scullery, two 
bathrooms, and a garage; and want to 
get this for £1,500, not counting 
architect's fees, cost of ground or making 


garden. Can it be done? ' 


This problem was submitted to several 
architects in England. Their replies, with 
plans and estimates, are being published 
in The Countryman, Mr Robertson Scott's 
agreeable quarterly for country~lwellers. 
An Irish student of the two schemes which 
have appeared is surprised, and a little 
envious, perhaps. An Oxford architect in 
July supplied a draft of a handsome 
cottage dwelling, with loggia at the west 
end, a bay with removable windows, and 
a terrace along the whole south front. In 
the October issue a Cambridge architect 
proposes a “ labour-saving ' house with a 
roof garden over half the first storey and a 
flat roof on the second. This somewhat 
modernistic dwelling reminds us of the 
luxurious homes depicted in American 
films. We prefer the old-style Oxford 
design ; but are set wondering that either 
of them could be built for the price of a 
modest domestic villa in the Dublin 
suburbs. Is building so much cheaper in 
England than in Ireland?—and, if so, is 
it because’ labour costs or the price of 
materials are so much lower? These 
questions are important. many 
families they are xital. Incomes in Ireland 
are more modest, élass for class, than in 
England, yet the cost of a new-built house 
is greater. True, we have in the Irish 
countryside a proportion of large, solid, 
old stone-built houses which come into the 
market at low prices, whereas every old 
house, short of a mansion, is held fast in 
England, and what the rustics call ‘‘ Bliza- 
between ’’ cottages long since. have been 
bought up at fancy prices by men of letters 
and their kind. An old house, as a rule, 
entails large expenditure in the restoration 
of the roof, the modernising of the sanita- 
tion and firing, and a number of other 
drastic changes entailed by the modern 
shortage of domestic labour. Faced by 
these expenses, unless he submits his wife 
to discomfort over a period of years, 
many a would-be purchaser rejects the 
picturesque old house that he could buy 
for, say, a little under the figure mentioned 
in the problem. He consults builders, and 
inquires whether a dwelling, with half the 
accommodation but modern conveniences, 
could be set up on a given site for the 
money. “ Certainly,’’ the builders answer, 
but they go on to specify flimsy concrete 
partitions and a light tile roof—a 
dwelling, in fine, that will be as pretty as 
a model home in a magazine, but will lack 
that solidity with which old houses 
comfort the spirit of their inhabitants. It 
is a cruel dilemma, and one more reminder 
that the very class, the moderately- 
endowed, well-educated and _ leisurely, 
which ought to be fostered in a State as its 
natural leaders, is penalised to-day by 
hardship that yields gain to none save 
jealous minds.

The Test Team 


The English cricket team left for Aus- 
tralia on Saturday, and before we know 
where we are the Test Matches will be 
upon us again. For cricket enthusiasts 
there will be only one topic of interest 
during the winter months. Herr Hitler 
and his friends may roar their heads off 
in abuse of the Russians and the Jews ; half 
Europe may go up in Bolshevist flames, 
but the one thing that reaily will matter 
will be the chances of Mr. G: O. Allen's 
team “down under.” English cricket, 
rather like Irish Rugby, has its ups and 
its downs. For many years the mere fact 
that Jack Hobbs and Herbert Sutcliffe 
were her opening batsmen inspired’ Eng- 
land with confidence, and caused corre- 
sponding perturbation among the Aus- 
tralians. Then a youth named Don Brad- 
man arrived from a farm in the Australian 
bush, and made so many runs that he was 
able to whip the Englishmen almost 
single-handed. Now both Hobbs and 
Sutcliffe are out of Test gricket ; but Brad- 
man is still to the good, and probably will 
lead the Australians this winter. Apart 
from this remarkable little man, the 
strength of the Australian team is 
virtually unknown. It has few names to 
compare with those of past giants of. the 
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"| -ment, The rest need not be considered. 


Mr. Heath Robinson, with much string 
and ingenuity, has pictured a point duty 
policeman of the future.

custom of the civilised globe to take Mr. 
Heath Robinson gently with considerable 
salt, but, like many others who have had 
the temerity to describe the world of 
1990, Mr. Heath Robinson frequently 
looks like being right.

Since a measure of publicity was given to 
Mablethorpe’s progressive spirit, quite a 
number of distinguished aviators have 
commented favourably upon the scheme, 
and, if the excitement continues, other 
towns with an eye for advertisement 
values may follow suit. Sir James Barrie's 
directions for getting to the Never-never- 
land, we believe, were “ First on the left, 
and straight on till morning “”; and in a 
few years, similarly, airy instructions may 
be laid out in white stones across the fields 
of England.

To 
cater for. the remote possibility that 
Atlantic flyers might like to go to Leeds, 
Preston or Scarborough, suitable instruc- 
tions, and an appropriate arrow, would 
make their ambition simple of fulfilment. 
The only drawback to the scheme seems to 
be that these aerial signposts could not be 
seen at night, or during a fog; and it is 
only during a fog, or at night, that an 
airman is unable to ascertain his position 
from landmarks on the ground.

The Locarno Conference 


The Foreign Office is awaiting a reply 
to the invitation sent to Berlin asking 
Germany to attend the proposed Locarno 
Conference on October 19, but it is 
understood that no reply will be forth- 
coming until the great Nazi Conference at 
Nuremberg comes to an end on Tuesday. 
In Berlin the feeling regarding the 
Locarno meeting is that a new agreement 
Far, i be of great value, but that the 
failure to hold the preliminary diplomatic 
discussions on which the German Foreign 
Office insistel when accepting the invita- 
tion in the first place does not show a 
good spirit. It may be found that Berlin 
will agree to attend the Conference only 
when a series of preliminary discussions 
have made the success of the Conference 
almost certain. It must be recalled that 
Germany’s condition regarding attendance 
was that the Conference shail be a five 
Power one, and that Russia shall not be 
asked to participate. 


Portugal and Spain 

All the pressure sible has been 
brought to bear on Portugal by Great 
Britain and France to secure her presence 
at the meeting of the International Com- 
mittee on non-intervention in Spain, which 
will take place at the Foreign Office to- 
morrow afternoon, but it is understood 
that the Portuguese Government adheres 
to the view that their land is so close to 
what is taking place in a neighbouring 
country, and so greatly affected by 
possible issues, that its hands cannot be 
tied in any way. The representatives of 
the twenty-six Powers participating in the 
work of the committee are expected to 
submit reports in detail regarding legisla- 
tion already enacted in their respective 
countries, to make certain that neither 
side in the civil war shall be helped with 
arms or money. If this business is satis- 
factorily dealt with, consideration will be 
iven to arranging further precautions, 
ut unless Portugal changes ner mind it 
is feared that any such steps will be 
useless. 


General Election Rumours 

There is a rumour that a general elec 
tion before the Coronation is a possibility, 
since there are certain disturbing 
influences at work in the Conservative 
Party. A section of the party has reached 
the decision that it is time that the 
national element should leave the Govern- 
ment—this applying particularly to Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, who is regarded as 8 
drag upon a forward armaments policy. 
So much importance is attached to the 
possibility that some of the Conservative 
agents have been warned to be prepared 
for a sudden call upon the electorate. The 
movement is inspired by the “ die hards, 

who want to see a purely Conservative 
Government established. Once J ariia- 
ment reassembles more is likely to be 
heard of the movement. 


Palestine |

SYMPATHY WITH SPANISH 
FASCISTS

NUREMBERG, Sunday. 


The first reasoned explanation of why 
this year’s Nazi Party Congress has been 
go largely devoted to attacks on Bolshevism 
was given by Herr Hitler to Reuter’s 
Correspondent here this afternoon. 

Herr Hitler referred to hig speech to the 
Storm Troops this morning, in which he 
mentioned anti-Fascist demonstrations in 
other countries. He said :— 

“Other Governments tolerate such 
demonstrations and public collections for 


arms and ammunition for the Bolskeviks-} Germany ” 


in Spain. 

“ bail have called this  Nuremberg 
convention a Nazi ‘ mobilisat,’ yet it 
is only a trifling few hundred thousand. 
What is the mere 200,000 people we bring 
down here. If we were to follow our 
inclinations and authorise, for instance, 
demonstrations of support for the 
‘ Nationalists’ in Spain—why I would 
only have to give the word and ten or 
fifteen million Germans would jump to my 
call, 

‘There would be demonstrations such 
as the world has never seen. They would 
give the world, and even Moscow, some- 
thing unpleasant to think about.” 


THE STRENGTH 


A rough estimate of the present strength 
of his political forces—quite _ from 
the Army—was_ given by itler as 
follows:—Storm Troops, 2,000,000; Black 
Guards, 267,000; disposition troops, 
20,000. 

Then Hitler went on:—‘‘ People wonder 
why we are fanatics against Bolshevism, 
It is because we—and Italy, too—have 
lived through much the same sort of thing 
as that which is happening in Spain. 
Why, right here in Nuremberg in 1923, 
4,500 war veterans who were marching here 
were set upon by Communists, and in 
Munich, during the Soviet régime, 
hostages were shot by Bolsheviks just as 
they are to-day in Spain,” 

“Naturally, we and Italy sympathise 
with Nationalists in other countries for 
the reason that we can only deal with 
countries which are organised on a 
Nationalist basis. A Europe led by a 
cultural régime, that one could under- 
stand ; but that Moscow, of all countries, 
should seek to dominate Europe, that is 
something we Germans could never accept. 
What Europe needs is friendly rivalry of 
well-organised States. A Europe dominated 
by. Bolshevist bureaucracy would go 
under.” 


GERMANY IS READY 


When Hitler reviewed 107,000 Black 
Guards in the evening the keynote of his 
speech was an emphatic assertion that all 
Germany wants is peace. 

“ Men of the National-Socialist fighting 
movement,” he said, “we have not come 
to power through good luck, but through 
our own endeavour.”’ The Lord had blessed 
their fight, and he-thanked his comrades 
who had made it possible. They would 
follow Him in the future, just as they 
had done in the past. His work would 
stand through the ages. 

““We are ready for any hour,” he said. 
“The world must know that the daily 
task of rebuilding the nation goes on... 
Let no one make any mistake about us. 
We are ready for anything. The world 
can knew that we do, day in and day ont,

THEY HAVE BREAD 


Following are excerpts from Hitler's 
speech to the Labour Front on Satur- 
day:— . 
ey should like to ask those who are 
starving in Russia—Which do you prefer ; 
no bread and a political system, or bread 
and no unique system ? 

“ The Russians talk about their under- 
ground railway in Moscow, and invite the 
whole world to the opening of it, but we 
don’t even bother to speak about such a 
thing. We just think of it as incidental. 
In the same time as the Russians build 
eleven kilometres of underground, we build 
seven thousand kilometres of new motor 
ads.”” 

Herr Hitler later declared that there 
was a possibility of a new revolt in Russia. 
He said there was no class struggle in 
Germany. 

“When there is an oppressed class, 
those who are oppressed and those who 
are sent into forced labour will eventually 
rise and oppress their oppressor.

EXISTING FIRMS 


With the establishment of a national 
oil refinery in the Free State—a step 
which is also being taken in Germany and 
Italy—the profits of the big oil trusts will 
commence to decline. 

Oil and petrol companies now operating 
in the Irish Free State will continue their 
present work of distributing the various 
grades of spirit, but all their supplies wil! 
be drawn from the national refinery 
instead of the big organisations to which 
they are related in America, Britain and 
Russia. E 

At the present time the Free State pays 
about £1,500,000 a vear for the petroleum 
and other mineral oil products which it 
has to buy. When the refinery which is 
to be established at the Alexandra Rasin, 
Dublin. is in operation the sum paid for 
the crude oil—the ‘‘ raw material ’’—will 
be only about £500,000. It may be even 
less, since crude oil is very cheap and the 
figure given includes the cost, insurance 
and freight. Free State tank steamers will 
he employed to bring the oil to Dublin. 
and the insurance, in all probability, will 
be effected in this country. 


TO BE BUILT ABROAD 


It has been stated that seven oil 
tankers of about 14,000 toms each are 
to be built for the new Irish com- 


decision to have the tankers built on 
the Continent is obtainable, although 
shipyards were available for the work 
in Belfast and in the North of 
England. 
Since the companies now distributing 
oil and petrol throughout the Free State 
will continue their operations, their exist- 
ing storage dépóts will be unaffected by 
the new refinery.

WIDE RANGE OF PRODUCTS 


Petrol is only one of the many products 
of crude oil—kerosene and fuel oils are 
also well-known. In. order to make the 
Dublin refinery economical the full range 
of petroleum products—ineluding vaseline, 
lubricating oils, gréases and asphalt for 
road-making—will be produced there. 
Since the refinery will produce more 
heavy oil than the Free State consumes 
(the quantity produced depends on the 
quantity of petrol refined) a ** cracking 
plant—part of the equipment of the most 
modern refineries—will be installed. This 
will enable the heavy oil to be ‘‘ cracked ”’ 
and so produce still more petrol, with a 
sarap geen reduction in the quantity of 
oii left over for marketing purposes.

Rough figures of the shipping of 
petroleum to this country show that while 
the petrol costs about lid. per gallon 
when it is pumped into the tanker on the 
other side of the Atlantic, or wherever it 
is refined, the price has risen to about 
34d., 4d. or 44d. per gallon when, it is 

umped out again. Kightpence per 
gallon is then added for Government 
duty and threepence for the retailer's 
profit, and the spirit (No.1) is sold to 
motorists in Irish country towns (quoting 
a recent purchase at Dundalk) at 1s. = 
per gallon. The same petrol over the 
border (at Banbridge) costs 1s. 6}d. 

The biggest Trusts*in the oil business 
to-day are those of the Rockefeller group 
in America (Standard Oil) and Royal 
Dutch (Shell) in Europe. These two 
organisations really dominate the modern 
commercial war for oil, and it is probabl 
from the latter company that the Ir 
supplies of crude oil will come. During 
an international oil crisis in 1920 one of 
the leading figures in that crisis (United 
States Senator Phelan) is reported to have 
said: ‘* Great Britain holds one-half the 
world’s oil and produces only a quarter, 
while the United States, owning one-sixth, 
produces three-quarters.”’ Since that time 
the percentages have changed slightly in 
favour of the United States. 3 

Britain has secured her position with 
regard to oil in the East by the establish- 
ment of the pipe-line to Haifa, but still 
the “battle” to secure more oil and more 
markets continues. Ireland will provide 
a new market for crude oil; so will Ger- 
many and Italy when their refineries are 
ready, and it is for these that the 
American and British interests will renew 
their struggle.

This sense of perfect phrasing, indeed, is one 
of McCormack’s priceless gifts, combined, as 
it is, with wonderful clarity of diction. He 
is one of the few singers whose words 
throughout can be heard and thoroughly en- 
joyed without constant reference to the pro- 

ramme. One liked his rendering of the 
foussorgsky ‘‘ Little Star so Bright,” with 
its mystic background, and his intensely 
dramatic reading of Sir Hubert Parry's 
** There.”’ 

Of the first Irish group, Herbert Hughes’s 
arrangement of ' The Forlorn Queen” was 
soulful and stirring. ‘‘The Short Cut to the 
Rosses” was sung with such rare artidry 
that the audience insisted on its being te- 
peters. One liked, also, that old McCormack 
favourite, “She Moved through the Fair.”

Somehow McCormack missed the 
atmosphere —a thing rare with him, and the 
thought occurred to one that the style was 
sophisticated and out of sympathy—apart a!- 
together from that slip in the words and the 
‘‘ misfire ” in the conclading verse. 

One of the most interesting songs of the 
concert was “ The Castle of the Glen,”’ ar- 
ranged by Hilda M, Campbell. It was a com- 
pelling’ example of story-telling. Memorable, 
also, was the singing of Dr. O’Brien’s ' The 
Fairy Tree,” in which the accompaniment 
was delightfully played. by Percy Khan. . The 
latter’s work at the piano throughout was of 
incaleulable value. 


FINE VIOLA PLAYING 


The instrumentalist was Mr. William 
Primrose, who has established himself in thá 
very first flight of viola players, His play- 
ing on Saturday must have removed from 
many people’s minds any false notions they 
hay have entertained of the viola’s merit as 
4 solo instrument.
